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HISTORICAL ZONE 


The museums and heritage buildings of Kelantan offer 
valuable insights into the history of the state. Most of these 
spots are located along Jalan Hilir Kota and Jalan Sultan and 
can be easily covered by taking a walking tour. Some of the 
museums charge a nominal fee for admission. 


ROYAL MUSEUM / ISTANA BATU 


Built in 1939 during the reign of Sultan Ismail, the Royal 
Museum is housed within the Istana Batu, previously used as 
the venue for royal weddings and as a guest house for 
royalty. Today, it serves as a repository for regalia and palace 
items belonging to former sultans. 


The exhibitions include silverware, bedroom items and 
furniture from the royal household. A photo exhibition of the 
late Sultan of Kelantan is also on display. 


Opening hours 8.30 am - 4.45 pm daily (except Fridays) 
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Istana Jahar 


ISTANA JAHAR 

In 1887, Sultan Muhamad the second built Istana Jahar for his 
grandson, Long Kundur. Today, the palace has been converted 
into a museum by the state government. Visitors will be 
enthralled by the photos, exhibits and artifacts on Kelantan’s 


cultural heritage as well as the museum’s intricate wood 
carvings, testimony to the fine craftsmanship of the Kelantanese.

ISLAMIC MUSEUM 


The history of Islam in Kelantan is well documented in the 
artifacts and inscriptions exhibited here. The establishment of 
the museum reflects the importance of the state asa centre of 
Islamic learning.

STATE MUSEUM 


This building was used as the premises of the land office from 
the colonial days untill 1990 when major renovations were 
carried out to convert it into the State Museum. 
Exhibits of special interest here include the paraphernalia 
associated with Kelantan’s traditional art. It also served as the 
main office for the Kelantan State Museum Corporation.

FISHING VILLAGE 


No visit to Kelantan is complete without a trip to one of its 
many fishing villages that form the soul of Malaysia’s East Coast. 
One of the best known of these fishing villages is at Sabak Beach, 
14 km from Kota Bharu. 


An experience not to be missed here is to watch local 
fishermen returning from sea in the late afternoon, their colourful 
boats laden with the day’s catch. A noisy yet interesting time of 


haggling ensues between the fishermen and their customers on 
the beach. 


Other activities that one can witness at the village include 
drying of fish and mending of nets.

BEACHES 


Pantai Cahaya Bulan is located on the northeast stretch of the 
Kelantan coastline, just 9.6 km from Kota Bharu. The beach is 
shaded by tall casuarina trees which provide an ideal spot for 
picnics and relaxation. Comfortable chalets are 
available at the beach. 


Pantai Irama or the ‘Beach of Melody’ is located 25 km south 
of Kota Bharu in the district of Bachok. It is reputed to be the 
most beautiful beach along the entire east coast and 1s popular 
with picnickers and campers.

Also known as the “Al-Muhammadi” mosque and the “Brick 
Mosque”, this edifice was completed in 1926, during the reign 
of Sultan Ismail the fourth after almost a decade. The mosque is 
the centre for missionary activities in the state.

KUALA KRAI MUSEUM AND MINI ZOO 


Located in Kuala Krai about 64 km from Kota Bharu, the mini 
zoo 1s home to a variety of animals such as bears, deer, 
monkeys and birds. The mini museum houses a collection of 
preserved animals as well as photographs and documents 
relating to the founding of Kuala Krai.

Visitors will be enthralled by the scenic coastline fringing the 
South-China Sea en-route to Pantai Seri Tujuh

WATERFALLS 


Kelantan’s emerald forests boast of a number of picturesque 
waterfalls that provide ideal spots for picnicking and relaxation. 
Most of these waterfalls are located in the district of Pasir Puteh 
about 35 km from Kota Bharu. 


Jeram Pasu, located at Kampung Padang Pak Amat and 
accessible by car. is by far the most popular. A dip in its crystal 
clear icy-waters will sooth even the most weary traveller. 


Located about 65 
km from Kota 
Bharu, Jeram 
Lenang is 
another favourite 
spot among the 
locals. It is also an 
ideal place for 
picnicking, 
relaxing, camping 
and also jungle- 
trekking. 


The jewel in the 
crown is 
undoubtedly Lata 
Beringin which is 
noted for its 120m Kelantan's waterfalls are popular picnic spots

Located at the Sungai Pas Kesedar Scheme, it is accessible via 
a dirt track leading off from the Kuala Krai-Gua Musang 
Highway, Lata Beringin is famous for its magnificent view and 
lush surroundings that make it a popular camping spot.

Visitors who are into eco-tourism will enjoy taking a cruise up 
the Kelantan River into the virgin rainforest of Kelantan. 
Marvel at the grandeur of the ancient rainforest and alert your 
senses to signs of wildlife along the way. Another attraction of 
the cruise is to take in the sights of the riverine communities 
and their activities. 


To take the river cruise, one has first to get to Kuala Krai, 
about an hour and a half south of Kota Bharu. At Kuala Krai, 
take the boat at the riverside jetty to begin the 2 hours cruise 
that will end in Dabong. 


From Dabong, several options are available. You can either 
take the train for the return trip back to Wakaf Baru and then to 
Kota Bharu or proceed to Jelawang for a jungle trekking 
experience.

Take off to Gunung Stong Kelantan’s highest mountain at 1422 
metres. Located here is a cave, Gua Ikan (Fish Cave). Its name 
is derived from a solitary rock that looks like a fish. To cave 
explorers on an expedition, part of the lure is trying to find a 
pot of gold believed to have been hidden during the Japanese 
Occupation.

Traditional 
chinese noodle dishes are readily available here. 


Those who are looking for an outdoor Malaysian dining 
experience in the evening, should try the food stalls open from 
6.00 pm to midnight at Padang Bas, in the town centre. 


COTTAGE INDUSTRIES 


Kelantan silver is renown for 
its intricacy of design and su- 
perior workmanship. 
Silversmiths use two kinds of 
technigues- filigree” and 
“repoussé”. Items range from 
the functional to the purely 
ornamental and include fruit 
bowls, tea sets, ashtrays. 
brooches and bracelets. 


You can visit the silvercraft 
factories at Kampung Sireh 
along Jalan Sultanah Zainab. 
Kampung Marak or 
Kampung Badang on the road 
to Pantai Cahaya Bulan.

Songket Weaving, is a proud legacy of the Kelantan and Patani 
courts. Once strictly reserved for royalty, songket is now used 
for ceremonial occasions and weddings. Richly woven with gold 
or silver threads, songket was the product of the region’s early 
trade with China (which supplied the silk) and India (gold and 
silver threads). 


You may like to visit a songket-weaving factory at Kampung 
Penambang, about 4 km north of Kota Bharu, en-route to Pantai 
Cahaya Bulan.

Kite Making. Kelantan is the home of giant kites that soar 
through the air without a care in the world. Kite-flying usually 
takes place after the harvesting season when farmers have time 
on their hands to fashion and fly the giant kites. The kites come 
in an assortment of shapes and designs with interesting names 
such as wau kucing (cat kite), wau merak (peacock kite), and 
wau bulan (moon kite) to name a few. 


Kite-making requires tremendous skill and patience. The art is 
usually handed down from father to son, Along the road to Pantai 
Cahaya Bulan, there are many such establishments producing 
these gaily-decorated kites. 


HOMESTAY 





Savour the hospitality of a typical Kelantanese family by 
opting to stay with a family of your choice. This unique homestay 
programme enables you to get an insight into the culture and 
lifestyle of these simple folk. You can choose to be “adopted” 
by the family of either a potter, fisherman, kite maker, batik 
manufacturer, silversmith or a top maker.

GETTING THERE

The inland route to Kota Bharu turns off the Karak Highway at 
Bentong and proceeds northwards to Raub and then to Gua 
Musang, before reaching Kota Bharu. An alternative route 
exits the Karak Highway at Temerloh and passes through 
Jerantut, Benta and Gua Musang en-route to Kota Bharu. 


From Penang, one has to get to Grik via Sungai Petani in Kedah 
and then travel along the scenic East-West Highway to Jeli in 
Kelantan before continuing the journey to Kota Bharu. 


There are regular air-conditioned express bus services between 
Kuala Lumpur, as well as major towns in Kota Bharu. 


By Rail. Express trains from Kuala Lumpur to Kelantan 
terminate at Wakaf Bharu and Tumpat. From these two points, 
one can get to Kota Bharu either by taxi or bus. Stop over 
points en-route include Gua Musang, Kuala Krai, Tanah Merah 
and Pasir Mas.

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BACKGROUND 


Kelantan, literally translated as the ‘Land of Lightning’, is a 
veritable, treasure trove of delights. Its rustic fishing villages, 
verdant padi fields and languid, palm-fringed beaches have 
captivated many of its visitors. Kelantan offers a world of 
gracious beauty and an old-world charm that few can resist. 


Tucked away in the north-eastern corner of Peninsular 
Malaysia, Kelantan is known as the cradle of Malay culture as 
the Kelantanese have carefully preserved their age-old customs 
and traditions over the centuries. 


Here, it is not an uncommon sight to see colourful kites soaring 
upwards defying gravity and giant drums revebrate in unison. 
Wayang kulit or shadow puppet shows, a rare form of 
entertainment in other parts of the country, mesmerise 
audiences and giant top competitions provide hours of endless 
fun. 


Kelantan has a population of about 1.4 million, of which 95% 
are Malay and the rest consisting of Chinese, Indians and Thais. 
The people of Kelantan are renown for their warmth and 
friendliness. 


HISTORY 


Kelantan boasts of a historical past dating as far back as 8000 
B.C. Interestingly, ancient Chinese historical records mention 
the existence of a government in the Peninsular which had ties 
with the Imperial Court of China. 


In the 18" century, the provinces that now form the state of 
Kelantan came under a powerful warrior, Long Yunus, whose 
descendents presently make-up the royal house of Kelantan. The 
state came under Thai and British influence before 
becoming part of the Federation of Malaya in 1957. 


ECONOMY 





Kelantan 's economy is primarily agragrian with the main cash 
crops being padi, rubber and tobacco. Fishing and livestock 
rearing are important economic activities. 


Cottage industries which utilize traditional skills such as batik 
- painting, wood carving, songket weaving and silverware is an 
interesting feature of the local economy. In recent years, 
tourism has also become a major money spinner. 


The best place to begin for visitors wishing to experience the 
mvriad - of attractions in the state is at Kota Bharu, the state 
cavital. The sights and sounds of this bustling town is evidence 
of the Kelantanese penchant for free enterprise. 


The focal point of the town’s activities is the Kota Bharu 
market. Elsewhere, the artistic qualities of its people can be 
seen in its museums and the colourfully decorated trishaws 
plying the streets.

CULTURAL CENTRE 


The Cultural Centre located 
on Jalan Mahmud near 
Perdana Hotel is a showcase 
of Kelantan’s rich cultural 
heritage. Demonstrations of 
the popular folk arts and 
pastimes of Kelantan such as 
wayang kulit (shadow play), 
silat (martial arts), main gasing 
(top spinning), rebana ubi 
(giant drums), wau (kite 
flying) can be witnessed here. 


In the evenings, 
cultural 
performances 
featuring traditional 
Malay music and 
wayang kulit take 
centre stage. 


The cultural centre 
is open from March 
until October and is 
closed during 
Ramadhan, the 
fasting month as well 
as in November and 
December.
